1. DEPARTMENT REQUESTED INFORM DR. A.S. FRIEDMAN, ERDA, THAT 
EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED COPY OF MYAKINKOV RESPONSE TO HIS MARCH 27 
LETTER REGARDING FORTHCOMING FBR SYMPOSIUM ON OBNINSK. 

2. SCAE PLANS TO MEET 13-MAN US DELEGATION IN MOSCOW, JUNE 1, 

AND TO ESCORT DELEGATION TO OBNINSK SAME DAY. 

3. US DELEGATION SHOULD OBTAIN OPEN AIR TICKETS COVERING FOLLOWING 
ROUTING: MOSCOW/MINERALNIYE VODY/ SHEVCHENKO/MINERALNIYE VODY/ 
MOSCOW/SVERDLOVSK/UL'YANOVSK/MOSCOW. SOVIETS ANTICIPATING THAT 
US DELEGATION WILL DEPART THE USSR JUNE 13. 

4. MYAKINKOV REGRETS FRIEDMAN’S LETTER RECEIVED LATE IN APRIL 

AS IT CONTAINS INTERESTING PROPOSALS REGARDING STRUCTURE OF SYMPOSIUM 

HOWEVER, PAUCITY OF TIME PRECLUDES PUTTING THESE PROOSALS IN 
EFFECT FOR THIS SEMINAR. IT WILL NOT BE POSSIBLE TO TRANSLATE 
INTO ENGLISH THE SOVIET REPORTS AND TO SEND THEM TO THE US BEFORE 
THE SEMINAR. MYAKINKOV PROPOSES THAT, IN THIS CASE, THE SAME 
PROCEDURE BE FOLLOWED AS WAS USED AT THE STEAM GENERATOR CON- 
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DOCUMETNS SHOULD BE EXCHANGED IN ADVANCE AND THAT THERE SHOULD 
BE MORE DETAILED DISCUSSION ON FORTHCOMING SEMINARS AT THE 
REGULAR SESSIONS OF THE JOINT COORDINATING COMMITTEE. 

5. MYAKINKOV STATES IT NOT POSSIBLE REARRANGE AGENDA FOR SEMINAR 
AS PROPOSED BY FRIEDMAN AND PROPOSES FOLLOWING AGENDA: 

A) PRESENTATION OF REPORTS (WITH INTERPRETATION) FOLLOWED BY 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS-45 MINUTES FOR EACH REPORT; 

B) DISCUSSIONS ON REPORTS AT END OF EACH WORKING DAY (ONE HOUR); 

C) DISCUSSIONS FOLLOWING VISITS TO INSTALLATIONS AT PHYSICAL- 
TECHNICAL INSTITUTE; 

D) CONCLUDING DISCUSSION AT END OF SEMINAR. 

6. MYAKINKOV ADDS THAT ABOVE PROGRAM WILL BE EXTREMELY INTENSIVE. 
CONSIDERING THAT MORE OF THE TIME WILL BE TAKEN UP BY THE ABOVE- 
DESCRIBED PROGRAM, WHICH INCLUDES PRESENTATION OF 22 REPORTS, 
MYAKINKOV NOTES THAT THE ADDITIONAL TOPICS PROPOSED BY FRIEDMAN 
COULD BE ADDRESSED DURING THE DISCUSSIONS, ADDING THAT MOST OF 
THESE TOPICS WILL BE REFLECTED IN THE REPORTS ALREADY PLANNED 

FOR PRESENTATION. 

7. MYAKINKOV NOTES THAT IN VIEW OF THE QUESTIONS REGARDING 
COMMERCIAL FBR'S THE SOVIET EXPERTS WISH TO EXPAND THE SCOPE OF 
THE SEMINAR BEYOND DISCUSSIONS ON THE MAIN THEME. THEREFORE, 
SEVERAL OF THE SOVIET REPORTS WILL COVER THOSE TOPICS OF WHICH 
DRS. KINTNER AND NEMZEK HAVE BEEN INFORMED THROUGH CORRESPON- 
DENCE. 

8. ANNOTATED ENGLISH VERSIONS OF THE SOVIET REPORTS WILL BE 
PROVIDED TO THE US DELEGATION UPON THEIR ARRIVAL IN MOSCOW. 
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
